How Mint Buys Gold.

The mint buys gold in any form,
whether coined or not, when present-
ad in sumsg to the value of $60 or
more. The fuce value of coins is not
consldered, only thelr weight and
purity. An equivalent amount of law-
ful money {8 given in exchange.
Theoretically, the gold is coined and
handed buck to the owner without
charge. In practice, as a matter of
convenience and to save time, the
mint slmply buys the gold and pays
its full coinage value—that I8, what
jt will be when coined.
